Soviet ‘War Of Nerves’ Against U.S. 
Could Lead To Open Hostilities, 


L. F. Budenz Tells 


Congress Group 


Former Editor Of ‘Daily Worker’ Says Fellow- 
Travelers In U. $. Are Part Of ‘Russian Fifth 
Column’ Working For Foreign Power 


Washington, Nov. 26.—Soviet Russia is engaged In a 
“war of nerves” against the United States, employing tactics 
similar to those used by Adolf Hitler but with “Soviet 
variations,” and this could lead to “the point of military 
action,” Louis F, Budenz, a former leader of the Communist 
Party in this country, charged in testimony here before the 


Un-American Activities Committee +

At the con- 
clusion of the session, Mr. Budenz 
said he would return to the com-| 
mittee at a later date armed with | 
notes dealing with communist in- 
filtration into the schools, movies, 
radio and the press of the nation. 


Mr. Budenz told the committee 
that the Soviet “war of nerves” 
movement was a conspiracy to es- 
tablish a world dictatorship under 
the control of the Kremlin. He 
asserted that this movement 
means an attempt to “overthrow 
the Government of the United 
States.” 


The movement, he charged, is 
operated through a communist 
underground in this country, which 
is linked with the Communist 
Party and, in its furtherance, 
makes use of communist-front or- 
ganizations. 


The erstwhile communist editor 
told the committee that in 1936-37, 
he personally had dealings with 
representatives of the Soviet 
secret police in this country. He 
was questioned at this point by 
Representative J. Parnell Thomas 
of New Jersey, who wanted to

New York, Nov. 26.—(Special) 
—Because of the urgent need for 
clothing in war-stricken .countries 
the “Clothe the War-Stricken” 
campaign of War Relief Services- 
National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference has been broadened in 
scope to include as many arch- 
dioceses and dioceses in the United 
States as wish to participate, it 
was disclosed today by the Very 
Reverend Monsignor Edward E. 
Swanstrom, Assistant Executive 
Director of War Relief Services- 
N.C.W.C. - 


Although it was originally plan- 
ned to conduct the drive in only 
26 large urban dioceses it is now 
expected that at least 65 dioceses 
will take part. Some of these 
however will be unable to do so 
0 the week of December 8th to 
th. 

“Reports from representatives of 
War Relief | Services-N.C.W.C. 
abroad increasingly stress the add- 
ed suffering that will be the sad 
lot of millions of starving and ill 
clothed people during the coming 
coid months,” said Monsignor 
Swanstrom, “and Christian Charity 
demands that we do something 
about it now before it is too late. 
The best way for people to help 
is to bring the usable clothing and 
shoes which they themselves no 
longer need to the Catholic Church 
nearest their home during the week 
of the campaign. Clothing of all 
kinds for men, women, and chil- 
dren will be accepted. Shoes are 
especially needed.” 

Monsignor Swanstrom explained 
that the same procedure of col- 
lecting, processing, packing and 
sn! Rg would be used as was 
employed in the two successful 
campaigns for canned goods con- 
ducted by War Relief Services- 
N.C.W.C. during the past year. In 
those campaigns more than 54,000,- 
000 cans of food were contributed 
and rushed to starvation areas 
with the greatest possible speed.

In a closing prayer to the three 
martyrs, the Holy Father asked: 
“May the youth, that American 
youth always so ready and eager 
to throw themselves wholeheart- 
edly into every worthy and noble 
vetnure, for whom obstacles are 
but ‘a challenge to their courage, 
may they seize the torch of faith, 
lighted by you in the wilderness, 
and carry it full-flaming to the 
ends of the earth.” 


Recalling that it was just ten 
years ago that he himself had 
knelt in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
the Holy Father said that the cur- 
rent observance of the tercenten- 
nary of the martyrs’ death reaches 
back to the days when “the first 
priest set foot in the colony that 
was to become the metropolis of 
the New World.” 


In a striking tribate to the two 
lay apostles who, with St. Isaac 
Jogues, gave their lives to save 
souls for God, the Holy Father 
recalled that though not priests, 
they were inspired by the same 
love of God and the same “lofty 
ideals” as was St. Isaac Jogues.

Myron C. Taylor is returning to 
Vatican “to resume discussion of 
matters of importance with Pope 
Pius XII and others in authority,” 
President Truman has announced 


through a statement issued at the 
White House. 

Mr. Taylor had left gE cog for 
Europe some hours ore the 
President’s statement was made 
public. 


Mr. Taylor’s present mission in 
Rome “will be of short duration— 


-|not exceeding 30 days,” it was 


stated. It was added that, in re- 
suming his conversations with the 
Hoiy Father, “he will continue his 
mission in behalf of peace.” 

“I have directed my personal 
representative, the Honorable 
Myron C. Taylor, to proceed to 
Rome for a brief period,” Presi- 
dent Truman’s statement said, “to 
resume discussion. of matters of 
importance with His Holiness Pope 
Pius XII and others in authority. 

“Mr. Taylor will also resume his 
efforts with respect to the re- 
organization of the Italian Red 
Cross and his chairmanship of 
American relief for Italy.” 

“As in the past, he and I will, in 
our labors for peace, continue to 
welcome the advice of leaders in 
religion of all convictions and loy- 
alties, however, not only in this 
country but throughout the world,” 
the President said.

Frankfurt, Dec. 3.—(NC)—Not 
a single one of about 2,500 Catholic 
priests in the State of Wuerttem- 
berk-Baden and Greater Hesse was 
found to be “objectionable” by Mil- 
itary Government in the course of 
denazification proceedings, it has 
been learned here. In the State 
of Bavaria, only 17 out of approxi- 
mately 7,000 Catholic priests were 
listed as “non-employable unless 
subsequently approved” by the Ger- 
man denazification boards. 


The survey, which included both} 


members of the diocesan and reg- 
ular clergy, points up the fact that 
less than two out of every 1,000 
German priests in the two states 
had any nazi leanings. 

After the German collapse, all 
members of the clergy in the U. S. 
zone of occupation were classified 
into three groups: those against 
whom no objection was raised by 
Military Government, those whose 
retention was approved by Mili- 
tary Government pending trial un-

From the beginning it was 
American policy to be lenient with 
‘the churches regarding denazifi- 
.cation. Every effort was made to 
encourage the churches to cleanse 
their own ranks of: nazi influence. 
So far no clergyman has been re- 
moved as a result of direct ac- 
tion by the higher level of Military 
Government. 


Results of -denazification proceed- 
ings in both the British and the 
French zones of occupation are un- 
derstood to be even more favorable 
for the Catholic clergy than in the 
American zone. However, no final 
tabulations are. available from 
these zones so far. 
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by the British control authorities 
in the British occupation Zone one 
of Germany to assess properly the 
religious outlook of the people has 
been one of their main mistakes, 
Bishop Edward Ellis of Notting- 
ham said on his return from a 
fact-finding tour with other British 
church leaders. 

“The delegation were all agreed 
that the Control Commission had 
not’ given sufficient consideration 
to the great and conscious strength 


1of the Christian bodies in the Brit- 


ish zone,” the Bishop said. “It is 
a thing unparalleled in England.” 
He added: — 

“It was constantly asserted, both 
by Catholics and Evangelicals, 


‘i that a fundamental mistake had 


been made by the Control Commis- 
sion In overestimating the simi- 
larity of the German Socialist 
party and the British Labour 
Pasty: (Britain’s Government 
Party, of which Clement Attlee is 
leader). 

“Many of the disabilities from 
which the Church has suffered in 
its work were attributed by church- 
men to the many socialist officials 
and committees nominated by the 
British authorities. The reason 


why the delegation stressed what 


at first might seem to be a purely 
political question in Germany im- 
pmeed immediately on religion. 
oth Catholic and Evangelical 
churchmen, representing a very 
large majority of the people, had 
a definité outlook on life which 
must manifest itself in activity, 
whether social or political.” 

The delegation, which included 
two Protestant bishops, found lack 
of food in the big cities apparent 
in the appearance of the people, 
“who are peaked and thin, and 
whitish and sometimes yellowish 
in looks,” Bishop Ellis said. 

“As regards moral conditions 
there is a sense of despair and 
hopelessness. Not only are they 
a defeated people but they see no 
hope in the future in the way of 
industry or an ordered lifé. Again 
and again they said they were 
quite ready for any military pre- 
cautions to be taken against the 
revival of militaristic power. but 
they needed work to do and some 
hope of attaining a normal life. 

“Families are broken up. Hun- 
dreds and thousands of husbands 
and sons are still retained as 
prisoners of war.” 

In principle, parents have the 
right to choose a school of their 
own religious denomination for 
their children and this has been 
carried out efficiently in many 
parts of the zone, but in those 
centers dominated by the socialists 
difficulties were placed in the way 
of implementing this principle, he 


| explained. 


‘In Berlin, religious instruction 
has been made impossible,” Bishop 
Ellis said. “In the Russian zone, 
while there is no open persecution, 
the people are being steadily so- 
vietized. Political parties have 
been suppressed. The fusion of the 
Socialist party and the Communist 
party under the name of Demo- 
cratic Socialist Union has been 
done to hoodwink the western 
democracies.” : 

In addition to the forcible abduc- 
tion of German workers to Russia, 
the Bishop added, there has been 
a large-scale deportation of boys, 
who are taken at a moment’s 
notice by the Russians and nothing 


more is heard of them.

Apostolicity Does 


What Constitutes Apostolic 
Succession ? 


WE have quoted several early century 
Christian writers in this column, who 
insist that the true Church of Christ must 
bear the clear stamp of apostolicity; that 
none is genuine without that signature. 

In a recent number of Signs of the Times 
(September 24, 1946), we read: “Roman 
Catholicism claims that Jesus ordained 
Peter, and Peter his successor, and he his 
successor, until some such ‘apostolic’ Bishop 
placed his hands on the present Pope; thus, 
according to this ‘apostolic succession’ 
theory, each must have a ‘legitimate’ or- 
dination.” 


That, of course, is not the Catholic teach- 
ing. Jesus needed to do nothing more than 
to “appoint” a visible head over His 
Church, and his successor, no matter where 
he might live, whether in Rome, or Con- 
stantinople, or New York, would be the 
“Viear of Christ” since he would succeed 
the one whom Christ, personally appointed. 

The article in that magazine is captioned 
“Did Peter Consecrate Paul?” Since the 
Acts of the Apostles make it very clear that 
he did not, the author asks, “Could he have 
been an apostle of the apostolic succes- 
sion?” Evidently none of the first Apos- 
tles was consecrated by Peter, and it was 
not necessary if, after receiving instruc- 


they received their apostleship directly 
from Jesus with the commission to bap- 
tize, to preach the gospel, to forgive sins, 
and to offer the sacrifice of the Mass. 
When Christ promised to be with them 
until the end of the world, it became clear 
that He would be with their legitimate 
successors. 

St. Paul was not one of the original 
Apostles, personally chosen and instructed 
by Christ while He was on earth, but in the 
Acts of the Apostles we read that Christ 
appeared to him in vision, made a special 
revelation to him, and selected him as an 
Apostle. He is regarded by the Catholic 
Church as a true Apostle. 

St. Mathias was not one of the original 
Apostles, but was selected by the other 
Apostles, also after the return of Jesus to 
Heaven, to replace Judas. He too became, 
therefore, a member of the Apostolic 
Body. : 

The Catholic Church does not teach that 
the one who succeeds a Pope must have 
been consecrated by his predecessor. 
teaches that any Bishop, duly appointed by 
a successor of Peter, may be deputed to 
consecrate him whom the Pope selects. 
Jesus selected His Apostles.

The Popes Of The 
Sixth Century 


S° many Popes reigned during this cen- 

tury—most of them only a brief time 
—that it will be necessary to devote two 
issues to them. 


51—St. Symmachus—514 


This Pope, whose election was disputed 
by the anti-Pope Laurentius, although the 
validity of that election was confirmed by 
the Palmary Synod in the year 502, reigned 
for sixteen years. His Pontificate was 
occupied chiefly with those who sought to 
extend heresies previously condemned by 
the Church, such as the Manichaean,° the 
Acacian, the Arian. 


Pope Symmachus wrote to the Emperor 
Anastasius to say that he could not hold 
communion with him so long as he sup- 
ported Acacius. He wrote to the Oriental 
Bishops exorting them to suffer banish- 
ment and any kind of persecution rather 
than to betray the divine truth. 


52—~Pope Hormisdas—523 


Under this Pope those who followed the 
anti-Pope Laurentius were reconciled to 
the Mother Church. Pope Hormisdas pre- 
pared a plan called the “Formula Hormis- 
dae” for the reconciliation of Acacius to the 
Church, but Emperor Anastasius I pre- 
vented the signing of the Formula at a 
Synod of Constantinople. But as soon as 
the Emperor died his successor, as well as 
the Patriarch and all the Bishops, signed it. 


Hormisdas finished a translation of the 
Apostolic Canon, 


53—Pope John I—526 


This Pope was forced by Theodoric, King 
of the Ostrogoths and of Italy, to go to 
Constantinople in person (525) to implore 
Emperor Justin to mitigate his persecution 
of the Arians. Of course the Pope could 
not in conscience exculpate the Arians. Be- 
cause he did nothing more than to counsel 
more gentleness and greater discretion, he 
was imprisoned by Theodoric at Ravenna, 
where he died. 


54—Pope Felix IV—530 


Pope Felix drafted a work called “Capi- 
tula” compiled from Holy Scripture and the 
writings of the Fathers, and later publish- 
ed as Canon Rules. His purpose was to 
induce the semi-Pelagians to relinquish 
their errors. He secured more liberty for 
the Church. Even King Theodoric, the 
Arian, held him in high favor.

Sixth C entury 
Church History 


A CERTAIN Festus IT, encouraged by 
‘the Emperor of Constantinople, 
sought to have him confirm the Henoticon, 
an imperial edict in favor of the Eutychian 
Heresy. Of course, he did not succeed, but 
he prevailed on a number to vote for a 
certain Laurentius. Festus recalled Lauren- 
tius to Rome to renew his effort to provoke 
a Schism and accused Symmachus of many 
crimes. With the encouragement of King 
Theodoric, Pope Symmachus: convened & 
Council in Rome in 501, where the Pope 
was acquitted of the accusations brought 
against him by his enemies. 

Pope Symmachus conferred the Pallium 
on the Bishop of Arles in the year 513. 
From that day-down to our own it has be- 
come the distinctive mark of an Arch- 
bishop. 

During this century the Church de- 
veloped rapidly and flourished in France, 
England, Scotland, and Ireland. Most of 
you will recognize the names of these saints 
of that period: St. Ita, St. Bride, St. Fri- 
dolin, St. Brendan, St. Columbkille, St. 
Finian, St. Alban, St. Columba, St. Jarlath, 
St. Genevieve, St. Maurus, St. Benedict, 
St. Sigismund, St. Clotilda, St. Caesarius, 
St. Cloud, St. Remigius, St. Gregory of 
Tours. 

St. Benedict was born in thid™ century. 
He founded the Benedictine Order at Monte 
Cassino, Italy, in the year 529. St. Bene- 


dict’s Order has had continued existence 


throughout these fourteen centuries, and 
had much to do with the Christian efvili- 
zation of Europe, with the training of 
Europe’s population in the fields of knowl- 
edge and agriculture, and later in the arts 
and letters. 

Some of the greatest universities of 
Europe, such as those of Paris, Bologna, 
Cambridge, grew out of schools founded 
by the Benedictines. 

Today this order counts 9,000 members 
distributed over 200 Abbeys and Monag- 
teries. 

Monte Cassino was destroyed by the Lom- 
bards in the 6th century and rebuilt soon 
after. It was completely leveled during the 
recent World War, chiefly by United States 
fliers, because it was believed to harbor 
Germans. 

The word “Mass” was in common use at 
the beginning of the sixth century, in 
speaking of the Holy Sacrifice of the altar. 
It arose from an old Roman custom of dis- 
missing any assembly whatsoever with the 
sacramental formula, “Ite, missa est.” In

Poles In Canada 
Resent ‘Order’ 
To Register 


No Obligation To Obey 
Reds’ Demand, Say 
Canadian Authorities 


Ottawa, Ont., Dec. 3.—(NC)— 
Much alarm and bitter resentment 
has been aroused among Cana- 
dians of Polish descent ‘by an an- 
nouncement of the Polish Legation 
here which is “ordering a_ regis- 
tration of Polish citizens of Polish 
or Jewish nationality residing in 
Canada.” 

Although the Polish Minister, 
Dr. Aldred Fiderkiewicz, was: em- 
phatic in explaining the “routine” 
nature of the order for registra- 
tion, it was generally considered 
significant that it coincided with 
the arrival of thousands of Polish 
soldiers, former members of the 
British Eighth Army in Italy, who 
have voluntarily come here seek- 
ing work. 

Members of the Polish Canadian 
Congress termed the measure “the 
first assault against Polish refu- 
gees living in Canada,” and ex- 
pressed fears that the effect of 
the registration would be felt 
through blackmail and. division 
among Polish Canadian_groups. 


According to a report in the 
Montreal Gazette, the Congress is 
reparing an appeal to all Poles, 
oyal to the Polish Government-in- 
exile, urging them to refrain from 
registration. Julian Topolnicki, 
president of the Congress, is quot- 
ed as saying, “This is a direct 
order from the Russian OGPU in 
Warsaw, in order to enlarge their 
Canadian propaganda net among 
the Polish-Canadians with the aim 
of influencing through fear and 
intimidation thousands of Poles 


“now in Canada as citizens.” 


Mr. Topolnicki warned that 
many refugees’ relatives in Po- 
land and Russian Polish territories 
would be asked to “high-pressure” 
Canadian Polish refugees through 
letters in order to bring about 
their registration. He cited simi- 
lar actions taken in Europe where 
Polish refugees were forced to re- 
turn home or see their relatives 
imprisoned or deported. (Asked 
whether a similar registration was 
planned for Polish nationals re- 
siding in the United States, an

Polish Legation in Canada as a 
customary procedure, which is fol- 
lowed by many other countries 
with regard to their nationals 
abroad). 


Whatever may be the true motive 
of the registration order, the Ca- 
nadian Department of External 
Affairs issued a statement making 
it clear that there is no obligation 
whatever on former members of 
the Polish armed forces or any 
other persons of Polish origin to 
comply with the “instructions” of 
the Polish Legation. 


The statement did not dispute 
the right of any diplomatic mis- 
sion to call on the citizens of its 
State to present themselves for 
registration at any time; it point- 
ed out, however, that there is no 
Canadian law compelling them to 
do so. 

Most of the Polish soldiers com- 
ing here are planning to work on 
Canadian farms for two years, fol- 
lowing which they will have an 
opportunity to acquire Canadian 
citizenship. Many of them have 
stated their refusal to return to 
Poland under its present Mos¢ow- 
dominated regime. According to 
reports reaching the Canadian De- 
partment of Labor from all parts 
of the country, the conduct and 
ability of the Poles working on 
Canada’s farms are excellent. 


Missionary Catechists 
To Open Convent In 
Downtown Denver 


Denver, Dec. 2—(NC)—Denver’s 
first convent for the Missionary 
Catechists has been acquired at a 
downtown location, and is expected 
to be formally opened next July. 
With the arrival of the Catechists 
it is hoped that a year-around pro- 
gram of religious instruction for 
the 400 Catholic children of the 
downtown area can be conducted, 
under a released-time schedule with 
two public grade schools of the 
neighborhood. 

The Catechists will do their work 
under the auspices of Holy Ghost 
parish, and in addition to their pro- 
posed catechetical center, it is an- 
ticipated that they will perform 
family counselling, visitations and 
census work among downtown Den- 
ver families. The Missionary Cate- 
chists already have convents in 
Brighton and Greeley, Colorado, 
and have distinguished themselves 
in teaching the Spanish-speaking 
children of those towns.

Bishop Kelleher, 
Boston Auxiliary, 
Dies At Age Of 57 


Boston, Dec. 2.—The Most Rev. 
Louis Francis Kelleher, 57-year- 
old T..ilar Bishop of Thenae and 
Auxiliary to Archbishop Richard 
J. Cushing of Boston, was stricken 
suddenly with a heart attack last 
Tuesday, and died shortly after- 
wards in the rectory of St. Cather- 
ine of Genoa Church, Somerville, 
of which he was pastor. 


The news of his swift passing 
came as a profound shock to the 
Archdiocese, as the Bishop appar- 
ently had been enjoying robust 
health. 


A Solemn Pontifical Mass of 
Requiem was offered by Archbis- 
hop Cushing today in the Cathe- 
dral of the Holy Cross, here, with 
His Eminence Francis Cardinal 
Spellman, Archbishop of New 
York, who was a schoolmate of 
Bishop Kelleher in Rome, preach- 
ing the sermon. 

Bishop Kelleher was elevated to 
the episcopacy just a little more 
than a year ago. 


Mary. Last July, all her Chinése 
novices were in their Chefoo con- 
vent, and Chefoo had been held by 
the communists since the end of 
the war.

The humanitarian traditions of the 
U 8S. Armed Forces as well as his 
own impulses prompted him to 
take action. 


The only way out of Chefoo was 
by sea. General Marshall consult- 
ed Admiral Charles M. Cooke, Jr., 
U.S.N., Commander of the Tth 
Fleet, who assured him of Navy 
cooperation. 


The Americans had to obtain the 
Communists’ consent for the 
evacuation of the Sisters. Captain 
William T. Kenny, U.S.N., of Ca- 
thedral Parish, Nashville, Tenn., 
naval attache at the U. 8S. Embassy 
in Nanking, and Col. Homer L. 
Litzenberg, U.S.M.C., of Philadel- 
phia, Pa., approached General 
Chou En-lai, communist envoy in 
the Chi:.a peace negotiations. Gen- 
eral Chou endorsed their request 
and transmitted it to Yenan, Red 
headquarters in the north-west. 
After some delay official commun- 
ist permission was radioed back 
and the date set for the U. 8. ship 
to enter Chefoo harbor. 


On July 24, the USS George, de- 
stroyer escort, commanded by 
Lieut. Cmdr. Herbert H. Anderson, 
U.S.N., of Bath, N. Y., steamed 
into Chefoo. Twenty-eight nuns 
were taken aboard, 22 Chinese no- 
vices, and six professed Sisters, of 
whom three were ill, Mother M.

What Constitutes Apostolic 
Succession? 


The writer of the article we are ana- 
lysing says: 

“Notice that Peter had nothing to 
do with Paul's ordination. Jesus Him- 
self had called Him to a definite task; 
and so we felt that this great Apostle 
Paul was consecrated, not by the laying 
on of Peter’s hands or of any of 
Peter’s agents.” 3 
The Church, of course, does not claim 

that Paul needed consecration from Peter 
or from any other Bishop, because the same 
Jesus Who selected the other Apostles 
selected Him. 


The author of that article believes that 
according to Catholic doctrine Paul must 
have built up a Church of his own, since 
he did not receive ordination at the hands 
of Peter, and that those whom he conse- 
crated Bishops would not have had apos- 
tolic succession in the Catholic sense, be- 
cause their selection and consecration was 
not made by Peter. 

If Paul was a true apostle, then those 
whom he appointed and consecrated Bish- 
ops had apostolic succession, and belonged 
to the same body to which those consecrated 
by Peter or any other Apostle belonged. 


All the Apostles, including Paul, consti- 
tuted one apostolic teaching body of which 
Peter was the divinely appointed head. 
Connection with Peter in that way fur- 
nishes apostolic succession. 


Hence the author of the article is entirely 
wrong when he says: 

“The Roman Catholic Hierarchy 
faces here the dilemma of rejecting 
the basic doctrine of apostolic succes- 
sion—the chain of Peter-consecrated 
priests, or of rejecting a specifically 
chosen messenger of heaven—Paul. If 
Paul were rejected—which the church 
moa to be logical to its doctrine— 
with him would go a large portion of 

the New Testament, most of the Chris-

Pope Felix IV recommended Boniface 
as his successor because he feared a schism. 
His fears were right because the Roman 
clergy elected Dioscorus to oppose Boniface. 
Both were consecrated, but Dioscorus died 
after 22 days and the schism was healed. 
The semi-Pelagian controversy had been 
ended by the Second Council of Orange in 
529. 


56—Pope John [1535 


John II had a very brief Pontificate and 
little is recorded concerning his achieve- 
ments. He was the first to change his name 
on assuming the Papacy. His name had 
been Mercurius. 


$7—St. Agapetus |—536 


During thé one year of this Pope’s 
Pontificate, he went in person to Constan-

Throughout this century the efforts of 
the Popes to save a united Christendom 
were blocked chiefly by Emperors of Con- 
stantinople and the Bishops whom the 
Emperor himself appointed. They were, 
for the most part, either Arians or Euty- 
chians, heresies condemned respectively by 
the Council of Nice in the year 325, and 
the Council of Chalcedon in the year 451. 
On principle the rulers of the East, civil 
and ecclesiastical, antagonized those of the 
West, the Greeks, the Latins, while the 
primacy of jurisdiction of the Pope of 
Rome was generally recognized. 

The Emperor Anatasius, for instance, 
placed the apostate monk Severus Patriarch 
of Antioch, and in the year 517 supplied 
him with an armed force to destroy the 
monasteries around Jerusalem, and to put

unmarried is concerned about the 
things of the Lord, how he may 
please God. Whereas he who is 
married, is concerned about. the 
things of the world, how he may 


please his wife, and he is divided” 


(1 Cor. VII, 32-33). 

In the early days of the Church 
it became necessary to ordain the 
best educated among the Romans 
and Greeks who had previously 
been pagan. Some of them were 
married men. What St. Paul cer- 
tainly implied—or he would have 
been inconsistent in being a bach- 
elor—was that no one who had 
been married twice could become 
a Bishop. Even in the Orthodox 
Churches, which are hundreds of 
years older than Protestantism, no 
one may marry after he enters the 
ministry, and no married minister 
may become a Bishop. 

The same St. Paul, quoted by the 
Lutheran ministers, who 
‘Hebrew XIII, 4): “Marriage is 
honorable in all,” told the Corin- 
thians: “I say ‘to the unmarried 
and to widows, it is good for them 
f they so remain, even as I.” 

Had any of the Apostles except 
3t. Peter been married, and did 
any of them marry after they were 
selected by Christ as His Apos- 
Even St. Peter “left all 
things” to follow Christ. 

St. John (Apoc. XIV, 3-5) repre- 
sents virgins as being the closest 
to Christ in Heaven, “these follow 
the Lamb whither soever He 
goeth.” ‘ 

In passing, we might say that 


"ithe Catholic Church does not claim 


that celibacy is imposed by divine 
law. It was imposed, early in 
Christianity, by the Church in view 
of the dignity and the duties of 
the priesthoéd. Christ (Matt. XIX, 
10-12) recommends celibacy to 
those “who can accept it” for “the 
Kingdom of Heaven’s sake.” 

(6) The sixth jewel” which the 
Reformation is supposed to have 
given to mankind is “religious and 
civil liberty, separation of Church 
and State.” This claim is flagrant- 
ly untrue, as the most reliable Pro- 
testant historians admit. The Re- 
formation would never have had a 
start either in Germany or Eng- 
land if civil rulers had not gotten 
behind the movement; and they 
certainly didn’t for any religious 
purpose. We could fill a book with 
utterances from Protestant his- 
torians proving that the reformers 
were most intolerant, that they 
played with politicians, and that in 
the provinces in which they in- 
stalled civil rulers “the religion of 
the people was expected to be that 
of the civil ruler.” This became a 
motto. 

The reformers certainly did not 
stand for separation of Church and 
State. Germany, where Luther 
was born, had union of the State 
with the Lutheran or Calvinistic 
Church from the beginning of 
Lutheranism until the end of 
World War I. -Countries’ predomi- 
nantly Lutheran, such as Sweden, 
Norway, Denmark, have always 
had union of the Lutheran Church 
with the State. '

gone to pieces, and counts fewer 
members today than does the

one for each one of the clan. I repeat—I have no pictures of 
Notre Dame football players to send to anyone. Any such re- 
quests should be sent directly to the Notre Dame sports publicity 
department, but, as I have said, materials are still scarce and it 
is unlikely that such requests can be met. 

Also, please do not write to me for programs of football games.

To go on with the mail, and answer about 25 letter writers at 
once: 
The reason why Notre Dame did not try for a field goal in the 
second quarter when it had the ball on the Army three yard line was 
that the situation, so early in the game, did not call for a field goal 
attempt. Late in the game, yes; but not early in the second quarter. 
It was Notre Dame’s ball, fourth down and about a yard and a half 
to go for a first down on the Army two yard line. Inasmuch as Notre 
Dame had just marched 84 yards to reach that point it seemed reason- 
able to assume that that other yard and a half could be picked up, 
then the team would have four downs to go two more yards for a 
touchdown. But Army held on the next play, took the ball and kicked 
it out of danger. : 

Of course, when the game was all over, the second guessers 
would have kicked a field goal and “won” the game, 3-0. In the 
first place, the ball was at a bad angle for a try at a field goal, 
but that isn’t why it wasn’t attempted. The reason given just 
above is the main one, and the only one. Quarterback Johnny 
Lujack was going for a touchdown and ‘seven points, not a field 
goal and three points. The fact that he didn’t get either is no 
reflection on his judgment as a field general. Anyhow, I don’t 
think three points would have won the game. If either team-had 
scored a field goal early in the second quarter, I think the other 
would have thrown caution to the winds and probably scored. The 
game then might have become a wide open affair with plenty. of 
scoring by both teams. As it was, the defense of each was so 
superbly fashioned that, aside from that one scoring chance Notre 
Dame had, neither goal line ever was in serious danger.

shop about God and His worship. 
And unlike Pilate, they are ready 
to listen to the answer of their 
question: “What is Truth?” 


Ignorance Responsible 
For Most Bigotry 


Along with their former indif- 


‘iference to religion most non-Cath- 


olic Americans have been relative- 
ly ignorant of Catholicism, This 
ignorance, coupled with inherited 
oy enn flowered into the kind 
of bigotry’ Chesterton called “the 
anger of men who have no opin- 
ions.” Ignorance of what we are, 
ignorance of what we believe, ig- 
norance of our teachings and our 
ideals, ignorance of everything but 
our failures, led non-Catholics in- 


anything Catholic. It was the war 
that lifted the curtain between 
Catholic and non-Catholic America. 


Now at last most Americans 
know at least something about 
their Catholic neighbors. Millions 
in camp 
and field saw Catholics pray to, 
not adore, Mary and the Saints. 
They themselves witnessed the 
“superstition” of the Mass. They 
admired our celibate priests and 
nuns; profited from our Catholic 
colleges, hospitals and missions. 
But perhaps the most important 
factor in breaking down §anti- 
Catholic prejudice was the unpre- 
cedented mingling of North and 
South occasioned by the war. 


At home, as well, millions of 
non-Catholic Americans flounder- 
ing without any religion or scet- 
tered into innumerable sects, ad- 
mire our vigorous, well-harmonized 
Church organization. Press and 
radio have acquainted them with 
the peace proposals and other wide- 
ly praised statements of Pius XII. 
Movies have given other flesh to 
Catholic practices, ideals and out- 
look on life. The war and war- 
conditions have indeed lifted the 
curtain between Catholic and non- 
Catholic America. 

To such facts can be attributed, 


tin part, the large-scale removal of 


indifference to religion and ignor- 
ance of Catholicism, two main ob- 
stacles to the development of a mil- 
itant spirit among us American 
Catholics. Today, open-minded 
non-Catholics respect the Church; 
they respect us, her members. No 
longer must we American Cath- 
olics fly to the catacombs of a timid 
practice of our religion. Your non- 
Catholic relatives, neighbors and 
friends look to you for the answer 
to their query: “What is Truth?” 

What is Truth? Truth is what 
we Catholics have seen and loved 
from our earliest years. Truth we 
first saw in the all too rote-like 
answers of the catechism. We ap- 
preciated it more deeply in a Lent- 
en sermon, a visit with the pastor, 
a retreat. Truth we loved in the

Truth is in the relief of the con- 
fessional; in the delight of a chat 
with our Friend in the Tabernacle;

| How can I begin now to speak to 
imy Protestant relatives, neighbors, 
iand friends about God, and His 
'Church ? 

| There is only one answer. It is 
‘the answer that made a preacher 
of the stuttering Moses: an am- 
'bassador of timid Jeremiah. It is 
‘the answer that led Saint Paul to 
‘scorn shipwrecks, prisons, and flog- 
|gings in his missionary zeal. It is 
the answer that. gave frail Mother 
Cabrini (Saint Frances Xavier) 
strength to found sixty-seven hos- 
pitals and institutions all over the 
world for her God and neighbor. 
The answer is the grace of Jesus 
Christ merited through prayer. 
For to each of us, just as to Saint 
Paul praying in his trial, Christ 
will always whisper: “My grace is 
sufficient for Thee!” 

That grace, first given you at 
Baptism and multiplied at Confir- 
mation, pours into your soul each 
time you go to Confession and 
Communion. By adding to this 
reservoir of grace, prayer can 
transform you from a timid, un- 
inspired Catholic to an ardent 
apostle. If you are confident in 
prayer, grace will confirm you in 
action. 

With grace and the power of 
prayer in mind, Pius XII could in- 
sist: 

“All the members of the Mystical 
Body have the obligation of work- 
ing and constantly for the upbuild- 
ing and increase of this Body.” 

As his. predecessor Pius XI 
pointed out years ago, 

“To do nothing is a sin of om- 
ission and it may be extremely 
grave. All must act, and for all 
there is a place and a way.” 

How much truer this is for us 
American Catholics of 1946 who, 
as the present Pope recently said, 
hold the key to the future growth 
of Catholicism. Christ’s grace is 
sufficient for you. In Jesus Christ 
you can do all things! 

What must you de? This week 
especially, pray; pray; pray! Pray 
for the will and strength to be a 
100% Catholic. Pray for resolu- 
tion to obey Christ’s command of 
becoming an ardent apostle.

Demand 


Death Verdict With No Pardon 


In view of the trial in Bratislava of Msgr. Joseph Tiso, war- 
time president of Slovakia, the following article is of particular 
timely interest. Father Kushner, the author, is a native of the 
United States and serves as parish priest in Donora, Pa. He went 
to Slovakia as a delegate of the Slovak Catholic Federation of 
America and has just returned to this country. His article incor- 
porates the latest available information regarding prejudicial at- 
mosphere in which the trial will take place and reveals certain 
peculiar circumstances surrounding the selection of judges. Based 
on his personal observations, Father Kushner leaves no doubt that 
the Slovak people as @ whole are convinced of Monsignor Tiso’s 
innocence, and makes it clear that non-Catholic circles, too, antici- 
pate the effects of the trial with the gravest misgivings.

vakia about the coming trial of 
Msgr. Joseph Tiso particularly 
among the Catholics who consti- 
tute approximately 80 per cent of 
the population of that unfortunate 
country. 

During my sojourn there from 
September 22 to November 11, I 
talked with many citizens of every 
rank and file in various parts of 
the country and everywhere I 
found the same sentiment. There 
were few discussions between us 
that did not include discussion of 
the coming trial of Monsignor 
Tiso. 

I was particularly astonished by 
the vast number of peasants who 
broached the subject of Monsignor 
Tiso to me, especially since at no 
time did I even suggest the dis- 
cussion of his imprisonment. I 
avoided this subject, not because I 
did not have any personal interest 
in it but because I realized I was 
in a foreign country dominated by 
anti-Catholic elements and because 
I feared that my inquiries and evi- 
dent interest in a “traitor” to 
Czecho-Slovakia might bring sus- 
picion upon me with direful con- 
sequences. 


The Bishop of this good priest, 
Dr. Tiso, told me of the unim- 
peachable character of the man. 
The inhabitants of the capital city 
of Czecho-Slovakia saw him many 
times. As president of the short- 
lived Slovak republic, he walked 
the streets of Bratislava without 
4 bodyguard. Forgetting their 
present misery the people gloried 
im telling me with the greatest 
emotion of the freedom, peace and 
prosperity which was theirs under 
the Tiso regime while the rest of 
the world was in turmoil. They 
called their crown, the currency 
umit, the “Danubian Dollar” and 
their country they cailed another 
Switzerland” or “Little Amer- 
lta.” When it became known that I 
was an American eitizen strangers 
‘ame to me, some with tears in 
their eyes, begging me to ask 
America to save “our beloved 
President, Dr. Joseph Tiso.”

It must be noted that President 
Benes made these statements 
when Jozef Styk, Commissioner of 
Technical Engineering for Slo- 
vakia, warned him that if Dr. Tiso 
were condemned and put to death 
the majority of the Slovak people 
would rise against the Czecho- 
Slovakian Republic. 


The presiding judge at the trial 
of Dr. Tiso is Dr. Daxner, a para- 
lytic, who was confined in prison 
for several weeks by the Tiso gov- 
ernment on a charge of contumacy. 
He is determined to avenge his 
imprisonment and has on several 
occasions publicly made the state- 
ment that when Dr. Tiso is brought 
to trial before his court he will 
condemn him to death. 


The appointment and removal 
of members of the National Court 
of Slovakia is within the power of 
the National Council. In view of 
the fact that Dr. Daxner has made 
such a statement and because of 
his affliction, it is within the power 
of Dr. Lettrich to remove him 
from office or to place him on pen- 
sion. It is a general opinion in 
the highest judicial circles of Slo- 
vakia that if Dr. Daxner were re- 
moved from the bench, Dr. Tiso 
would not be condemned to death. 
It is therefore maintained that if 
he were condemned to death, Dr. 
Lettrich will be held personally re- 
sponsible. 


When the date of his departure 
for America was published, Dr. 
Lettrich was criticized in Slova- 
kian circles for leaving at this 
time since it was already known 
that Dr. Tiso would soon be put 
on trial. Dr. Leftrich assured the 
members of the Slovak National 
Council that the trial would not be 
opened until his return, and yet, 
two days after his departure for 


America, the state prosecutor, 
Jurap Sujan, began summoning 
witnesses.

The prejudicial atmosphere sur- 
rounding the trial of Dr. Tiso can 
best be judged from the following: 
Dr. Barnabas Lojek, defense attor- 
ney for Dr. Tiso, was apprehended 
without cause by the police, held 
for questioning and was forced, by 
intimidation, to surrender his po- 
sition. 


On August 20-23 of this year, a 
hational conference of the Evan- 
gelical (Lutheran) church of the 
Augsburg Confession, was held in 
Ruzomberok, Slovakia, at which 
140 Lutheran ministers and two 
bishops were present. At this 
meeting Bishop Sam, St. Osusky is 


quoted as having spoken as fol- | 


lows: “It is a fact that the ma- 
jority of the Slovak nation is em- 
bittered: by the present mass mur- 
ders which the peoples’ courts 
and the national court are guilty 
of committing. By this conditions 
will not be consolidated.” 


This conference resolved to ap- 
peal to all Lutherans to relinquish 
their positions as judges and 
plaintiffs. Bishop Osusky contin- 
ued: “Dr. Ratica, a Catholic, was 
to be Commisisoner of Justice but 
Evangelist (Lutheran) Dr. Stefa- 
nik was named instead. This vio- 
lated the pact made between the 
Catholics and the Democratic 
party. .Dr. Ratica expressed him- 
self that under his Commissioner- 
ship of Justice, Dr. Tiso could not 
b2 tried. Catholic state represen- 
tatives and Catholic judges are re- 
signing and our Evangelists, (Lu- 
therans) are taking their places. 
Let not our people take these po- 
sitions.” 


Bishop Osusky told Dr. Stefanik, 
Commisisoner of Justice, that 
Evangelists should not try Dr. 
Tiso and his people, because in 
Liptovsky Sv. Mikulas leaflets 
were circulated on which the fol- 
lowing was inscribed, “Lutheran 
rabble is trying our people.” The 
leaflet was signed: “Partisans of 
Dr. Jozef Tiso.” 


At this conference the Lutheran 
Bishop Cobrada made this state- 
ment: “I told Czech newspaper- 
men that the greatest mistake was 
committed when Dr. Tiso was de- 
livered up to the Czecho-Slovak 
Republic. They should have left 
him somewhere in Rome and 
there confine him in a monastery. 
For if they have delivered him up, 
they must try him and if they 
condemn him the effect will be ap- 
pallingly bad.”

in Slovakia as well as by the pub- 
lie declaration of Dr. Benes. ey 
have caught up with themselves 
and now they fear the consequen- 
ces if Dr. Tiso should be condemn- 
ed to death. 

They have made every effort to 
find a Catholic court but only such 
as would condemn Dr. Tiso in or- 
der that they could wash their 
hands of any guilt.

“honor” of being co-judge in this 
sad case and that Dr. Rasla, al- 
legedly a Catholic, but a frequent 
contributor to the Communistic 
Slovak newspaper Pravada, has 
accepted this position. 

I know I speak the truth when 
I say that the Slovak common peo- 
ple, many of whom still refer to 
'Dr. Tiso as their president, do not 
feel that he is guilty of any crime.

First American To Be : 
Minister General Was ay

New York, Dec. 2—The Rev. 
Valentine Schaaf, minister general 
of the Order of Friars Minor and 
the first American-born world 
head of that Franciscan order, 
died in Rome yesterday afternoon 
of a cerebral hemorrhage, it was 
announced last évening at the St. 
Francis of Assisi Monastery, 136 
West Thirty-first Street. His age 
was 63. 


Father Schaaf was appointed 
minister general by Pope Pius XII 
last year under a special dispen- 
sation because war conditions 
made an election by the order’s 
provincials impossible. He had five 
more years to serve as minister 
general. 


From last August 8 to Novem- 
ber 15 he was in North America, 
and during his stay visited the 
principal installations of the order 
in the United States, Canada and 
Mexico. 


Born in Cincinnati on March 18, 
1883, Father Schaaf attended St. 
Joseph’s parochial school and St. 
Francis’ Preparatory school there

Freedom from want has, at least 
partially and temporarily, been 
achieved owing to the help sent 
from America by War Relief Ser- 
vices-National Catholic Welfare 
Conference and distributed through 
indigenous Catholic agencies, and 
by other relief agencies. UNRRA 
shipments, too, reach Slovakia, but 
many of them pass right through 
the country to points farther east. 
Freedom of the Press—it all de- 
pends on what a person wishes to 
print. One may print what he 
wants, provided that which he 
wants to print is not forbidden. 
Freedom of Religion can be 
found in Slovakia if the term is 
taken in its narrowest sense of 
freedom of church worship.

The Monitor, organ of the San 
Francisco archdiocese, declaring 
that station KQW was not an- 
xious to carry Scott’s talk but 
feared a possible FCC penalty if 
it didn’t, urged “a deluge of let- 
ters” to. convince the station and 
the FCC that the broadcast was 
offensive. The Monitor also point- 
ed out to the FCC that “the foun- 
dation of our Constitution is based 
on a belief in God, and any effort 
to destroy that belief may he 
properly condemned as subver- 
sive.” 

Commenting upon the broad- 
cast, the Los Angeles’ Tidings, 
archdiocesan weekly, said: “Athe- 
ism is considered to have the same 
right to express itself as Chris- 
tianity or any other religion which 
acknowledges God. What the FCC 
ought to remind itself of is that 
this is a country founded by men 
who believe that God is the Auth- 
or of all their rights. If there is 
no God, there is no moral law. If 
there is no moral law then this 
country as well as all the other 
countries of the world might as 
well get back to the law of the 
jungle. Everything goes in such 
a world and the FCC will go with 
it!” 


The Evangelist, Albany diocese 
weekly, wrote: “The reasoning of 
the FCC members and the radio 
program director hits a new low 
in IQ levels. The over-population 
of prisons and correctional insti- 
tutions evidences the Vast number 
of people who have an interest in 
thievery, rape and murder. Why 
not a radio program promoting 
crime? Freedom of speech is an 
inalienable right of man, but rat- 
ional man must have a true un- 
derstanding of freedom.”

Intra-Parish 
Athletics 


A great deal has been written 
about the relative merits of “var- 
sity” and intramural athletics. 
Much of this writing has assumed 
a necessary conflict between these 
two forms of athletic activity. 

There is no reason why any 
such conflict should exist. “Var- 
sity” (representative team) and 
intra-mural athletic programs 
should be complementary. The 
“varsity” team dramatizes the 
activity and makes it attractive 
for the other youth, thus stimn- 
lating their desire for participa- 
tion. Then too, as has been sug- 
gested previously on this page, 
the representative team can be us- 
ed as a means of getting the par- 
ents and other adults interested 
in the youth program. 


Whatever the merits of “varsity” 
athletics may be, the field of in- 
tra-murals should not be neglected 
if facilities are available. While 
intra-murals do tend to develop 
talent for future “varsity” com- 
petition, this should not be the 
motive for their promotion. Par- 
ish intra-murals should be spon- 
sored for the rank and file in- 
cluding those who could never qual- 
ify for the representative team. 


Suggestions 

Give your intra-murals publicity. 
Get some spectators to the con- 
tests to add color. Treat the par- 
ticipants as athletes—not as scrubs. 
Exclude the “varsity” athletes 
from this competition—exclude 
them even from officiating if they 
give signs of “looking down” on 
the players and treating them as 
rookies,” and deserving of only 
passing attention. Divide the 
squad evenly so that all will en- 
joy themselves. Encourage team 
responsibility and team leade- 
ship. Don’t be reluctant about set- 
ting up a few rewards. Develop 
reguiar schedules and maintain 
standings. If these suggestions 
are followed, a successful program 
ean be carried on and a large num- 
ber of youth cared for.
